G.W. CORRECTIONS REFORM EXPERT TO ADDRESS 
LAW SCHOOL ALUMNI IN HOUSTON 


Dr. Judith Schloegel, executive director of the National 
Center for Innovation in Corrections (NCIC) at The George 
Washington University, will address The GW Law Association's 
Texas alumni at a breakfast on Saturday, June 21. 

The presentation, which coincides with the 1986 State Bar of 
Texas Convention, will take place from 7:30 to 9 a.m., at the 
Hotel Meridien, Poitou Room, Houston. Cost is $11 per person. 
Reservations are required. 

Dr. Schloegel will discuss NCIC which is designed to foster 
major improvements in the U.S. corrections system by encouraging 
the development of prison industries with particular emphasis on 
private sector involvement. 

Her talk will include an overview of 50 recommendations by 
the National Task Force on Prison Industries, soon to be released 
by NCIC, "National Conference on Prison Industries: Discussions 
and Recommendations."

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She will also review a 1985 assessment by the National 
Institute of Justice on private sector involvement in prison- 
based businesses, and review the current legal standards of the 
American Bar Association with regard to prison industries. 

Chief Justice Warren E. Burger has been a driving force 
behind the creation of NCIC. The center, established by 
University President Lloyd H. Elliot in 1984, was spawned by a 
conference, "Factories with Fences: The Prison Industries 
Approach to Correctional Dilemmas." The conference addressed the 
growing need nationwide to stem the tide of rising prison 
populations and to better prepare inmates to re-enter society. 

It also served as an invitation to private industry to become 
more involved with prison institutions in job training and 
placement of inmates. 

According to Schloegel, "the number of inmates in U.S. 
prisons is now at an all-time high. Prison industries can be an 
effective solution to sharply reducing inmate over-population and 
easing the tax burdens on society." 

Before coming to GW's NCIC, Schloegel served as executive 
director of a Washington area employment service for men and 
women just released from prison.

TO BE PART OF NATIONWIDE COMPUTER NETWORK 
[SIGNED TO STREAMLINE ACADEMIC RESEARCH 

The George Washington University will be part of a new 
$1.4 million computer network, which will ultimately link 
leading research universities around the country allowing 
researchers to share information. 

The National Science Foundation awarded the $1.4 million 
to the Southeastern Universities Research Association (SURA) to 
establish SURAnet, the first regional network of NSFnet, a 
national research communications network being developed by the 
Foundation. 

GW will be one of 16 southeastern universities in the 
country to be part of the regional SURAnet. As part of SURAnet, 
GW is responsible for coordinating the linkage of other 
institutions in the Washington area into the network. 

The network will also allow universities to gain access to 
NSF's five supercomputers, which are capable of higher speed 
transmissions. They are located at the University of California 
at San Diego, Cornell University, the University of Illinois at 
Urbana-Champaign and Princeton University. A fifth is run 
jointly by Carnegie Mellon University and the University 
of Pittsburgh.

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High speed access also will be available to the Florida 
state supercomputer, as well as other national networks such as 
MFEnet (magnetic fusion energy network) or the Department of 
Defense's ARPAnet. 

The network will be constructed in phases with its first 
phase using 56Kb speed lines (56,000 bits per second) which 
are capable of transmitting approximately 1,000 words per 
second. Successive phases will involve the installation of 
lines allowing higher speed transmissions. SURAnet is expected 
to be operational by the end of this year. 

According to GW President Lloyd H. Elliott, "We anticipate 
a large and growing number of our researchers will be using 
the facilities made available by SURAnet. The incredible 
power of these machines opens entire new areas of scientific 
inquiry which we are confident will contribute to both the 
nation's and the region's long-range technical growth and 
economic strength." 

GW's Vice President for Research and Administration, Carl 
Lange, serves on the board of directors of SURA which 
represents 35 universities in the southeastern United States. 

GW Associate Professor of Physics, Morton Taragin, served 
as one of the principal investigators in the SURAnet proposal.

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Taragin explains that use of the network is not limited to 
the scientific community and that researchers from all 
disciplines can take advantage of this technology to share 
critical information, such as very large databases. He says, 
"SURAnet, and soon NSFnet, will revolutionize university 
research allowing researchers to collaborate on findings 
without leaving their desks, so to speak." 

Taragin says this network is unrivaled in the sense that 
other computer communication networks exist around the country, 
however they are limited in scope and availability to 
university researchers.

FORMER CONGRESSMAN GOES IN SEARCH OF "THE WRITE STUFF"; 
EXAMINES MAIL'S ROLE IN CONGRESSIONAL DECISION-MAKING 


"Write your congressman!" has become a popular directive 
as the American public is called upon more frequently to help 
their legislators make critical decisions. But is a letter 
really effective? It can be, according to the research findings 
of former Idaho Congressman Orval Hansen. But, he warns, a 
letter's quality, rather than mere quantity, is most effective 
in making a citizen's voice heard. 

Hansen spent nearly four years researching mail's impact 
on congressional decision-making for his doctoral dissertation 
for The George Washington University. Hansen earned his 
Ph.D. in Political Science from GW at May commencement 
ceremonies. 

Hansen found that since 1972 the volume of mail sent to 
members of the House of Representatives has increased 
dramatically. During 1985 alone, Hansen says, the volume had 
grown to 200 million pieces of mail to House members. 

Hansen speculates that advances in communication 
technology and the growth of grass roots lobbying activities 
have prompted this increase in mail.

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Hansen says, "Notwithstanding the increase in the volume 
of mail, members of the House of Representatives receive fairly 
complete and accurate information about the nature and contents 
of the mail by reading it personally and by reading reports 
prepared by the staff. In processing the mail, the staff serves 
primarily as a conduit rather than as a filter." 

Yet, in spite of the massive growth in the volume of mail, 
there is no assurance that a constituent's letter will 
influence decisions in Congress. 

Quality counts more than quantity, says Hansen, who 
identified several elements which make mail more 
effective. Most important is that the letter "reflect informed 
opinion." The weight given to the mail is also greater if the 
issue affects the writer in a direct or personal way. The 
influence of the mail also varies with the member's own 
experience and knowledge of the subject. Those who have a 
record of past votes or expertise on an issue are less likely 
to be influenced by the mail. 

Individual letters receive much more attention in a 

congressional office than form letters that are often part of 

an organized mail campaign, Hansen says. "On occasion, however, 

mass mailings that include many form letters and cards can be 

potent," he adds. But influence does not necessarily increase 

with volume. To achieve what Hansen describes as "a critical 

mass" requires a large volume on an issue that stirs strong 

feelings where it is likely that the writer's vote in future 

elections will be affected by the member's decision.

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Hansen found that members spend a great deal of time with 
their mail. While they do not read all of it, they do see much 
of it when they sign responses. Individual letters are more 
likely to come to the member's personal attention. Others are 
handled by staff assistants who specialize in particular 
topics. 

Hansen, who is founder and president of the Columbia 
Institute for Political Research in Washington, DC, said he 
studied the role of mail in congressional decision-making 
because of the importance of this communication link to our 
system of representative government. "For all practical 
purposes," he points out, "mail is the only channel available 
to all citizens who seek to communicate with their 
representatives in Congress." 

The recent rapid growth in the volume of mail to Congress 
has not apparently affected its value or utility. The prospect 
that this trend will continue in the future does concern 
Hansen, however. "An increasing flood of mail promoted by 
interest groups to support grass roots lobbying could overload 
the system and depreciate its value as a source of information 
about constituent opinion," Hansen says. 

Hansen hopes his study and further research on the subject 

will help to discourage the quantity of mail to Congress and to 

improve its quality. "Much of the orchestrated mail being sent 

to members of Congress is a waste of time and money," he 

notes. "On the other hand, our lawmakers need and value mail 

that communicates facts and informed opinions."

G.W. WINS TOP PRIZE IN COST REDUCTION INCENTIVE PROGRAM 

The George Washington University won the $10,000 first 
prize for its cost saving solution in an annual Cost Reduction 
Incentive Awards Program. Jointly sponsored by the National 
Association of College and University Business Officers (NACUBO) 
and the United States Steel Foundation (USSF), the awards program 
is open to all colleges and universities across the country and 
recognizes outstanding cost reduction programs implemented during 
1985. 

GW saved more than $120,000 by devising a repair method 
using sheet materials to completely overlay aging bathroom 
ceramic wall tiles. Some of the University's residence halls had 
been apartment buildings or hotels prior to being purchased by 
GW, and water leakage had begun to deteriorate some of the tiled 
bathroom walls. 

In addition to eliminating costly water leaks, the repair 
system requires no maintenance and cleans easily. 

The NACUBO/USSF Cost Reduction Incentive Awards Program was 
begun in 1976 as a means of recognizing, on the national level,

CORRECTIONS SYSTEMS MUST FORGE ALLIANCES WITH PRIVATE BUSINESS, 

SAYS PRISON INDUSTRY TASK FORCE 

Prisoners could be better prepared to re-enter society, 
and stay out of jail, if prison industries across the nation 
adopted more "business-like practices" and actively recruited 
private sector involvement in that goal. 

That is the conclusion of U.S. Chief Justice Warren 
E. Burger's National Task Force on Prison Industries. The task 
force today released a report detailing 50 recommendations for 
modernizing, expanding and strengthening prison industries. It 
published these recommendations under the auspices of the 
National Center for Innovation in Corrections which is based at 
The George Washington University. 

Implementation of the recommendations should help reduce 
recidivism over time, and thus relieve prison overcrowding 
nationwide, according to the report. 
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One of the report's most striking recommendations 
encourages the payment of prevailing wages to workers. The 
recommendation is based on a "free-world approach." The report 
states that "paying a wage based on productivity at prevailing 
levels makes it incumbent on policymakers and practitioners 
to design and implement highly productive systems." 

Moreover, the report states that the payment of higher 
wages will permit deductions which can offset the costs of 
incarceration now borne by taxpayers. A portion of the earned 
wages could also be allotted to victim compensation. 

The task force also encourages prison industries to 
replicate real world experiences as closely as 
possible. According to the report, "The emphasis should be on 
productivity....As nearly as possible, the workday should 
approach eight hours." 

The report also advocates legislative change, the 
establishment of post-release placement services, more 
aggressive marketing of industry products, and the provision of 
appropriate inmate and staff training. 

The task force and the National Center for Innovation in 
Corrections got their impetus from Chief Justice Burger, 
who formulated a "factories with fences" concept and has been a 
driving force behind prison industry development. Burger 
reiterated his concept in a speech at The George Washington 
University in 1984. Shortly thereafter, the Center was 
established. 
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He has said, "To put people behind walls and bars and do 
little or nothing to change them is to win a battle but lose a 
war. It is wrong. It is expensive. It is stupid." 

The task force's recommendations are based on a two-day 
conference sponsored by GW, The Brookings Institution and The 
Johnson Foundation in February 1985. 

Dr. Judith Schloegel, NCIC executive director, says the 
implementation of these recommendations is crucial. "We will be 
spending our primary effort in the coming months familiarizing 
groups and individuals with these recommendations and helping 
them begin implementation."

MALONE'S COMMANDMENTS OF LEADERSHIP 


1. Thou shalt develop a personal philosophy of leadership, share 
part of it with thy subordinates and live by it, recognizing that 
thou canst fool none of the people none of the time. 

2. Thou shalt view thy subordinates as the children of God and 
behave accordingly in the exercise of thy power, recognizing that 
power corrupts and thou art corruptible. 

3. Thou shalt not bring sadness and gloom unto the 
workplace. Instead, thou shalt endeavor to enrich the life of 
each subordinate thou toucheth. 

4. Thy mind shalt dwell in the future whenever possible. Thou 
shalt not make a decision a subordinate could make just as well. 

5. Thou shalt not direct thy subordinates without explaining WHY. 

6. Thou shalt tolerate and even encourage some degree of 
conflict, disagreement and error and combat the afflictions of 
doppelgangeritis, numberungus and pole valuting over mouse 
droppings. 

7. Thy hand shalt include both a palm and knuckles. Thou shalt 
reward frequently and in public BUT thou shalt also possess the 
innards to punish in private with blinding speed and surgical 
skill. 

8. While thou shalt maintain some "psychological distance" from 
thy subordinates, thou shalt make thyself available to those in 
trouble, offering thy hand, thy ear, thy heart and thy 
handkerchief but never thy money. In the process, thou shalt 
resist the temptation to play God or psychiatrist unless thou art 
properly anointed or qualified. 

9. Thou art responsible for everything thy organization does or 
fails to do. When things are "gangbusters," thou shalt step back 
and introduce thy subordinates. When everything turns brown, thou 
shalt step forward and take thy licks. 
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LEADING PEOPLE ISN'T ALL THAT EASY, 

SAYS G.W. PROFESSOR IN NEW BOOK ON LEADERSHIP 

"Thou shalt develop a personal philosophy of leadership, 
share part of it with thy subordinates and live by it, 
recognizing that thou canst fool none of the people none of the 
time." With these words, Paul B. Malone III, associate 
professor of business administration at The George Washington 
University expresses one of his nine Commandments of Leadership 
in his new trade book, "Love 'Em and Lead 'Em." 

Malone's book includes 45 cartoon illustrations relating 
to leadership techniques. In one illustration (enclosed), 

Malone explains, tongue-in-cheek, how these revelations came to 
him, depicting an Iacocca-like Moses receiving lightning bolts 
of inspiration from above as he stands atop a mountain of 
people who have been misguided by past leadership. 

Malone says he wrote the book because "Virtually everyone 
is leading, being led or both. Many don't understand the 
process and, when faced with leadership responsibility, perform 
poorly."

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Malone contends that leadership today in an increasingly 
sophisticated, complex and interdependent society is more 
challenging than ever before. Yesterday's leaders essentially 
were protectors of the "status quo." Today's leaders must have 
the vision and the courage to serve as "engines of change" — 
leading insecure subordinates into the unknown. According to 
Malone, "Effective leaders are able to get their subordinates 
to do things willingly and to sense some satisfaction in the 
process." 

This, he says, requires concern, sensitivity, empathy and 
a willingness — particularly when dealing with sophisticated 
people — to share decision making with subordinates. Malone 
adds, "Participative leadership is no longer an option; it's a 
must. The only question is how much participation to allow." 

In the book, Malone provides his personal philosophy of 
leadership which he says served him reasonably well during a 
30-year military career. However, Malone emphasizes that no two 
people are identical. Each and every leader or would-be leader 
should identify how he or she is unique; develop his or her 
own leadership philosophy based on that uniqueness; and share 
part of that philosophy with subordinates. The final portion of 
the book provides a guide for developing a personal leadership 
philosophy.

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Malone, who claims that "levity and learning can be a 
productive mix," has researched and incorporated innovative 
teaching techniques and humor in classroom teaching. He 
explains his book attempts to do the same, mixing serious text 
with humorous illustrations and examples yielding a practical 
guide for both experienced leaders and inexperienced beginners.
